So me o fficial analy sts here estimate priv ately that Cuban ex ile 
g ro ups hav e a 50-50 chance to o v erthro w Castro ev entually if they can 
o nce establish themselv es o n the island and arc willing to persist 
thro ug h y ears o f g uerrilla warfare. 
The chances o f establishing that crucial beg inning fo o tho ld: also 
50-50. 
As o f this writing , there are three majo r g ro ups inv o lv ed in plans 
fo r g radually infiltrating Cuba, each o perating separately . The Mo v e­ 
ment fo r Rev o lutio nary Recuperatio n is led by Manuel Artime. The 
J unta Rev o lucio naria Cubana is led by Mano lo (Manuel) Ray . A co ali­ 
tio n o f the Alpha 6 6 . the Rev o lutio nary Mo v ement o f the Peo ple and 
the Seco nd Natio nal Fro nt o f Escambray Is under the military leader­ 
ship o f Elo y Outicrrez Meno y o . 
The analy st I talked to ag reed o n o ne thing : there can be no quick 
v icto ry : infiltrating ex ile g ro ups must be prepared to take as lo ng to 
win as Castro did. 
This co ncept o f infiltrating Cuba slo wly with small g ro ups o v er 
a 
perio d o f y ears as part o f a lo ng strug g le was the o rig inal plan fo r 
the o peratio ns which ev entually became the Bay o f Pig s debacle. 
So mewhere alo ng the line. the plans were chang ed. That inv asio n 
became a mix ture—neither an infiltratio n no r a well-backed massiv e 
landing . Hav ing tile weaknesses o f bo th co ncepts and the streng ths 
o f neither, It failed. 
So , U.S. strateg ists study ing these new Cuban ex ile plans like the 
present appro ach. 
But there are o ther thing s that wo rry them: 
One: They ’re no t certain ho w much activ e suppo rt the infiltrating 
tro o ps will find o n the island. 
The analy sts estimate 25 per cent o f the po pulatio n is stro ng ly o p­ 
po sed to the reg ime. But o nly 5 per cent o f the peo ple may be willing 
to take direct actio n. 
Half o f the Cubans are believ ed lackadaisical: they may g rumble 
but must be co nsidered neutral. An eig hth o f the peo ple are believ ed 
fanatical backers o f the reg ime. Ano ther eig hth g iv e it real suppo rt 
because o f self-interest. 
Two : Cuba’s intellig ence netwo rk has been so streng thened since 
tile Bay o f Pig s that Castro men may be able to effectiv ely catch 
many islanders who wish to jo in up with the infiltrato rs. 
Three: Leaders o f the three majo r ex ile g ro ups may no t hav e the

In the midst of all the furor about 
the harmful effects of smoking, it is 
of interest to see how' the medical 
profession as a whole feels about this 
subject. “ Modem Medicine” conduct­ 
ed a survey of over 60.000 physicians. 
Of these 7 9.4 per cent had smoked at 
one time or another, but many had 
given it up, so that less than half 
still smoke. When asked whether 
they believe cigarette smoking is a 
health hazard, however, 94.8 per cent 
answered yes. 


Those who advised all of their 
patients to quit smoking before it 
was too late comprised 53.6 per cent. 
Most of the others insisted that their 
patients stop smoking when the pa­ 
tients showed signs of disease in the 
heart, blood vessels or lungs or had 
peptic ulcers. 


Repo rts such as that o f Dr. E. J . 
Salber at Harv ard, which sho ws 
that teen-ag ers who smo ke g ener­ 
ally hav e a lo wer intellig ence quo ­ 
tient than no nsmo kers, hav e re­ 
ceiv ed 
co mparativ ely little pub­ 
licity . The same repo rt sho wed 
that bo y s who smo ke hav e mo re 
tro uble 
with 
their 
parents, 
the 
scho o l autho rities and the law than 
the no nsmo kers. 


One block is the fact that tobacco, 
being officially defined as neither a 
food or a drug, does not come with 
in the authority of the Food and 
Drug Administration. If it did, it 
w’ould never have gotten on the open 
market. 
Meanwhile, the evidence of a link 
between smoking and lung cancer 
continues to pile up. This has nothing 
to do with the nicotine in the tobac­ 
co , acknowledged by all pharmacolo­ 
gists to be a powerful poison. 
It is 
due rather to a mixture of tars and 
pheno ls and o ther substances lo ng 


known to favor the production of 
cancer. Furthermore, other chem­ 
icals in cigarette smoke reinforce 
the cancer-producing effect of some 
of these, especially urethan. 


Smoking has also been shown to 
speed up the changes in lung tissue 
associated with aging, so that after 
15 years of smoking the lung tissues 
will have aged 20 years. 
Many plans hav e been adv anced 
to help smo kers to kick the habit. 
One metho d co nsists o f substituting 
ano ther activ ity such as chewing 
g um. This is mo st effectiv e when 
cig arettes are used principally to 
reliev e bo redo m. Ano ther metho d, 
especially applicable to tho se who 
mig ht 
be 
described 
as 
jittery 
smo kers, is a sho rt co urse o f tran­ 
quilizing drug s as a tempo rary 
crutch. 
Another drug that has long been 
used to help break the habit, lobeline, 
has been put out in lozenge form 
(Nikoban). Although some observers 
report good results with this drug, 
others say that a strong motivation 
to quit smoking without the use of 
lobeline will achieve better results 
than a weak motivation plus lobeline. 
A team 
composed 
of a doctor 
(J. W. McFarland) and a minister 
(E. J. Folkenberg) have written a 
book entitled “How to Stop Smok­ 
ing in Five Days.” claiming success 
in 7 5 per cent of those who use their 
method.

Dairymen ran choose from many 
sizes and kinds of milking teat cup 
liners and teat cups shells on the mar­ 
ket. Carefully check the size of teat 
cup liners before you buy. Make sure 
that they are small enough to col­ 
lapse and flatten out completely in 
side the metal shells on your milking 
machine. 
Regardless of the size of inflations 
you use. it is extremely important to 
replace them before they become 
rough and cracked on the inside. Un­ 
der average conditions, when only 
one set of teat cup liners is used, 
they should be replaced after one to 
Keo months of use. 
Most teat cup liners can he used 
lor a longer time if they are allowed 
to rest periodically. It is best to have 
two sets of inflations and alternate 
their use each week. At the end of 
each week. boil the inflations in a 2 
per cent lye solution and then let 
them soak in the solution overnight. 
The next day. thoroughly rinse the 
liners and then store them in a dark 
place for a week. 
This procedure helps to extend the 
nseful life of the inflations by remov­ 
ing much of the butterfat that is ab­ 
sorbed by the rubber. Rest and re­ 
moval of butterfat deposits will re­ 
store rubber resiliency and reduce the 
formation of many small microscopic 
cracks in liner walls. These cracks 
are excellent places for harboring 
mastitis-causing organism. 
With the rush of other spring work 
— cultivating com. planting soybeans 
or preparing to plant them—fanners 
with forage crops often postpone for­ 
age harvesting. Roth grass and leg­ 
umes drop at least one half per cent 
per day in digestibility in late May 
and early June. Over mature forages 
produce increasing amounts of fil>er. 
This applies to all forages—alfalfas, 
clovers, and grasses.

Cut legumes in bud stage and grass 
in thp heading stage. They will pro­ 
duce the highest quality forage for 
animals. Getting tile first crop off at 
this stage allows the second crop to 
use moisture to good advantage. 
If the farmer finds it necessary to | 
make a choice among jobs to be 
done — cultivating com, planting soy­ 
beans, cutting hay — he should de­ 
cide on the basis of his income. Dairy 
and livestock farmers who depend 
heavily on forage should consider cut­ 
ting forage—for hay, silage or hay- 
lage—a top-priority job.

ummertime is travel time, and just in time for the approaching tourist season a new impor­ 


tant roadway, an attraction in its own right, is making its debut. 


Motorists will find a new two-lane road, the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel, will carry them 


over-and under—the mouth of Chesapeake Bay in about 2 0 minutes. The 17.6 mile overwater 


route connects the lower end of Virginia’s Eastern shore with the 
Hampton Roads-Norfolk 
area. 


The new highway will replace seven ferries that took an hour and a half to carry vehicles 


over the same distance. 


The trestled roadway runs about 30 feet above the mean low water m ark-enough to keep 


even the roughest waves from washing over the road, according to the designers. Two bridges 
w ill permit passage of small vessels. 


Navy supercarriers and other large craft will be able to move in and out of the Bay via 


special channels.Two tunnels, '‘anchored down” by man-made islands, will run underneath these 


channels, permitting completely unobstructed navigation above them. 


Originally scheduled to be completed last fall, the project was set back several months by 


a hurricane and other storms that swept the eastern seacoast; all in all, the $2 00 million 


project took 3Vi years to finish. For the motorist, this interesting segment of road will cost 


$4 .00 in toll fees.
